-O U have had too foon, the News 
A of our Defeat near Helfingburgh, 
atid that our Regiment which was ia 
the Right, was entirely broken bythe 
Swedes; 1 domyfelf the Honour ta 
give you an Account that J ama Pri- 
foner ia the Swedifh Army 5 your Kinf- 
man Fean Runkle, and my very god 
Friend, reciew’a a ot in his Loin-, 
which was cot judg’d Mortal, but the 
Prifonersbeing obilg’d to Traveil, tho’ 
they allow’d him a Sledge, yet the 
Torment of his Wonnd gave him the 
‘Feavour, and he is dead: We cannot 
fay we are very ill handled of the 
Swedes, but we arereducd here to a 
miferatle Condition, in ecimmon with 
our Enemies; for the Plague which 
fpreads all over the Country, is ia the 
Citywhere we cre, and is among the 
Prifoners; the Officers that have the 
Guard of ovr Prifon, are dead of iz, 
aod the Soldiers fly trom it, fe that 
we niay quit ourPrifon when we fleate, 
but know not whither togo 3 ihe 
Town is deflated by the Diftemper,

foners who came Home, were keptat a 
Houle a Miles diftance, and not (viter’d te 
come into the Town of Eljemeur, cill they 
had contiau’d 60 Daysin that Place, yet afl 
was in vain —— As by the following L<t- 
ter.

S I R, : 
E-are.extremely Allarm’d here, 
with the Plague being brokecut 
at Elfeseus, notwithftanding all the 
Means us’d to prevent it —It isnext 
to impoffible to prevent its reaching 
this:Place, which ifit fhould do, we 
fhall be in a miferable Condition; ror 
have we the common Relief of other 
Places, for this City has been fo heal- 
thy, that altho’ it be the King’s Re- 
fidence, here is but ane Apethecarys 
and when the King is Abroad, not one 
Phyfician in the City ——- His Maje. 
fiy bas caus’d Eljeneur to be entirely 
Iavefted with his Cavalry, as if it were 
to be befieg’d; they may permit any 
one to pafs thither, but no Perfon of 
any Age or Condition can come back 
———— They recieve all Quantities of 
Provifion, as Cora and Cattle, which 
being carried toa Village within a 
Mile of the Place, is fet down at the 
King’s Charge, acd then the Perfons 
Carrying it, retreat, and itis fetch’d 
by the Inhabitants; che Accounts of 
the Mifery of the Ishabitants is inex- 
prefible, and the dead Bodies are fre- 
quently found floating in the Sea, 
which it is fuppos’d for want of help 
to Interr them: They write from the 
Guard that Invefis them, that they 
believe the whole Body of Inhabitants 
will die, and that they do not fetch a- 
bove half the Provifions they ufed to 
take.
